Franciscan  communities  throughout  the  world  celebi^ted  in 
1981  the  International  Year  of  St.  Francis  to  commemorate  the 
800th  anniversary  of  the  Poverello's  birth  (1181-1981).  Members 
of  the  Franciscan  Order  number  around  100,000  and  38  are  at 
Quincy  College. 

To  St.  Francis,  nothing  God  made  was  ugly.  He  showed  respect 
for  the  earth  and  is  patron  saint  of  Ecology.  He  was  tough  on 
himself  but  kept  in  tune  the  song  of  God's  love  inside  his  heart.  He 
loved  a  God  who  gave  him  many  gifts  so  that  he  entire  life  was  full 
of  praise  and  thankfulness.  He  kept  close  to  God  in  prayer  and 
close  to  people  through  service.

RISE  OF  EVENING  COURSES 

Over  the  past  six  years,  Quincy  College  has  seen  a 
growing  rate  in  the  number  of  evening  courses  being 
offered.  The  dramatic  increase  in  classes  of  0  in  1975  to 
55  this  semester,  is  credited  to  the  increasing  number  of 
students  attending  Quincy  College. 

Evening  courses,  which  begin  at  4  p.m.  daily,  include 
Business,  Computer  Science,  Alcohol  Education,  Eng- 
lish, Sociology,  Psychology,  and  many  others.

One  of  our  fastest  growing  areas  of  academic 
studies  is  the  Computer  Science  department. 
Growth  of  interest  is  evidenced  not  only  in  the 
increased  number  of  majors  in  the  field,  but  also  by 
the  growing  number  of  people  who  return  to  Quincy 
College  for  refresher  courses.  Numbers  of  majors 
soared  from  25  last  spring  to  56  this  year. 

A  four  year  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  in  Com- 
puter Science  and  a  two  year  associate  Degree  in 
Data  Processing  are  being  offered,  with  eight  mi- 
cropressers  available  for  student  usage. 

Another  major  Quincy  College  development  is 
the  use  of  computerized  administrative  informa- 
tion, now  utilizing  our  own  computer.  Computer 
terminal  locations  have  been  increased  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  operations  of  various  administrative 
offices.  Admissions  has  a  terminal  to  keep  an  accu- 
rate file  on  12-15  thousand  applicants;  Financial 
Aid  uses  its  terminal  to  assess  student  records  and 
eligibility,  and  Alumni  Development  has  found  the 
terminal  advantageous  to  keep  track  of  donations 
and  alumni  records.

Nothing  can  prepare  students  more 
for  entering  a  chosen  field  than  plac- 
ing them  in  that  field  and  giving  them 
full  responsibility  to  complete  a  job. 
Aware  of  this  fact,  Quincy  College 
provides  internships  for  students  in 
many  fields. 

Student  teaching  is  one  type  of  in- 
ternship that  allows  students  to  be- 
come "real"  teachers.  The  Quincy 
Public  School  System  cooperates  in 
opening  their  doors  to  education  ma- 
jors required  to  complete  twelve  weeks 
of  student  teaching.  Working  under  a 
coordinating  teacher,  the  students  take 
over  the  classroom  themselves,  apply- 
ing their  accumulated  skills  and 
knowledge  in  very  real  situations. 
Their  task  is  made  easier  after  having 
completed  over  100  Clinical  Exper- 


ience observation  hours,  required  of  all 
education  majors.  The  experience  is 
invaluable  in  preparing  future  teachers 
for  their  chosen  career. 

Internships  are  also  provided  in  sev- 
eral other  departments,  such  as  per- 
sonnel management,  accounting,  and 
alcohol  education.  Many  businesses 
and  social  service  institutions,  includ- 
ing Harris  Corporation,  Colt  Indus- 
tries, St.  Mary's  Substance  Abuse 
Center,  Woodland  Home,  and  Chad- 
dock  Boy's  School,  take  interns  from 
Quincy  College  to  provide  them  with 
very  real  challenges  and  responsibil- 
ities, testing  their  acquired  skills.
